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“he Church has declared war on thie justified Communist point of view. At 
present the Church ig threatened by the State from outward, and by lineral 
thought and desiree frou the inside--tnese two elements pressing Bpon it under 
the influence of Communist action and principles. In the former case, tae USSE 
is a partisan to destruction of tue Church; in the latter there is great danger 
of internal dissent and rent. This is penetrating both the clergy snd laymen. 


It le wore and more difficult for progress ve Catholics to follew the road 
prescribed by the Church--ve do not speak of our Marxiet comrades. 


The fight of the Church against Communiem shows that the former wishes to. 


extricate itself from the defensive position to whieh it was forced through

Under the weight of this 
principle economic eystems are changing. Today's econanic eysten cannot count 
on effects if the whole wil) not be subordinate to a planned concept. Individual 
initiative must be svbordinated to the community. fhe problems of science can 
only be solved through socialization.

In the rece to determine who will shane the future of the world, youth will 
play @ decisive role. Tee Chureh, resognising thie fact, is taking up the fight 


for youth's soul, trying to keep it through education in the Catholic deotrines: 


This meane that the Church is atepping out of ite defensive role and that it is 
collecting all forces for the ideological offencive. 


Toe Catholic political movement, aa I have mentioned, ia stepping out strongly 
in France, Belgium, Italy, Holland, and even in Germany where it is creating 
nostalgia for independence. 


The Church 16 wniverest. ‘The Church is one great nystic equmunity of inter= 
national character and wishes to embrace tne whole of humanity with its 
influence, In thie community so conceived all are brothers, the white and 
the dark, the masters and the slaves, the mon and the women. The wniversality 
of the Church is the consequence of the Divine mission and of its ezrthly 
organizations 


Tae Vatican is tying ite plans more and more to the Anglo~Saxon victory. The 
union of the USA and Britain under the leadership of the US imperialists 

discloses to the Vatican visions of a return to the Midfle Ages when the Roman 
ewperor of German nationality ruled the world, and the Pope ruled human souls. 


Great were the hopes of Vatican politicos in Mussolini's anc. Hitler's victorieso 
It is only that which explains the nonintervention of the Pope againet the 

Fascist and Nagi crimes, The totaliterians having fatled, the Vatican fa _ o 
pinning its hopes on political and military feats of the Anglo-Saxo: 0, speculating 
that if the world will be ruled by the Anglo-Saxons, and an Anglo-Saxon peace is 
establighed, enormous horizons of expansion and conquest of souls will open up 
before it. This action will in the eyes of the Vatican lay down the greatest 

dan to the Communist march. oe 
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Spiritual rule forces the Church to serve the cause of peace. But peace cannot 
be forced upon humanity. The Church is praying for peace and the Popes rere 
always ready to become mediators and judgea. (Benedict XV and Pius XI) The 
Church believes in the efficacy of international law, and all other international 
institutions like the League of Nations and UNO. But it doss not want to 

become a member of them because it would becone dependent on the leading states.. 


The Vatican's policy 1e striving to unite the Church and to remove the divisions 
between those who are Christians--the followers of Christ. 


This policy of the Vatican is very characteristic in these tines, and embraces 
these special problems: . 


(a) The return of the Anglican Church to the fola of the Roman. - 
(b) Peace with the Protestant Churches and unification with Rone. 
(c) A reconciliation with the Eastern Church under Rome's primate. 


These are very bold concepts which if successful would have tromendous results. 
They are solidly tied to the great and very secret plane of the Anglo-Saxons 
whe are more and more in contact with the Vatican. 


Unity between the Roman, Protestant, and Anglican Ohurchee means unity of a 
Chrietian Europe. It also means = moral foundation and the most dangerous 
antidote against Communian. Counting on reconciliation of the Zastern Church 
meana the destruction of the USSR by the Anglo-Saxons. Zo destroy Communism 
completely as a pagan and anti-cultural current it is planned to unearth old 
religious traditione which in spite of propaganda and ruthless action are latent 
and ever more strongly and powerfully awakening in the hearts of the Russian 
people. The pulpit, communion, and the sacristy are to lead the people of all 
Russias to another world over the rubble of Communiam, and bage it on falth in 


Christ, Papal rule of souls, American Capital and Churchill's diplomacy. 


The attempt to unite the Anglican and Roman Churches in 192) and 1925 met 
failure because of differences in the teachings and the poeition of the 
authorities, These difficulties can easily become very small when the English 
politicians will recognize that Communiam is taking hold in England, 


Speaking of Protestantien, whose birth waa a result of individualism, there are 
even today currents which are ready to make peace with Rome because the aplit 
will grow, the problems of faith will become more individualistic, will lead to 
more and more sects, and a complete disappezrance of influence of the Protestant 
Church, not only on State affairs but even on ite own flock. 


Plas Xf was intenssly interested in the problems connected wita the Eastern 
“nureh, and made great efforts to arrive at reconciliation on a "brotherly love" 
basis. It is for that purpose that the Eastern Congregation and the Fx pal 
Inatitute for Oriental Studies wer created by Benedict X¥ in 1917. 


There ie no need for proof that such a concept 1s most inimical to the USSR 
and Communism’s influence in the world. 


Starting with Christ's teachings, the Church should atend on an international 
platform and demand euch a point of view from ite faithful. But the Vatican 
has forged for itself the most conveniont double-faced principles. On the one 
hand 1t orders all to love omanother, even their enenies--thig ig thon an 
international point of view; on the other hand the principle has been erected 
that only those who are true nationalists are true Catholics, and only true 
Catholics are true patriota. 


In fear for its influence, the Church has @eclared that no nation and no state 
can take its place, and no one is compstent except the Church, So as not to 

collide with interests of state, the Church has found an issue in the formula 
that every nation hag its historical mission, its own individual 
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very Catholic ig therefore obligated in the first place to love his country, 

and if that ceases to exist, ho should yield to the new order (the Pope's 
position in connection with the Polieh rising in November, and in the case of 
Mugaolini’s action in Sthiopia). Love of one’s own country should not breed hate. 
toward each other . The Vatican does not make its fold forget ite owa country 
ana the leve of 1t; on the other hand, it proclaims the prineiple of oe great 
atate on earth waich will embrace all humanity regardless of tongue, rece and 
estate in the frame of the Catholic Church. 


If the Church is left to act and practice without hindrance from the State, if 
the political regimes are truly friendly, the Church advises the faithful to 

live according to the principle: Give Cassar whet io Caesar’s, and God what ia 
God's, Prayera for the rulers are said, the pulpit is ueed to back the regime, 
But 1f the authorities have a tendency to limit the privileged situation of the 
Church, it stope being loyal and is ready to use all ite influence to undermine 
the authority of the ruling agent. Then the Church is a state in the states 


In many countries the Church is the most dangerous and the etrongsst of all 
parties, and 1¢ does not make any difference whether it actually is the 
initiator of a political party or not, (France, Belgium, Italy) or whether it 
only unites the faithful (Poland, USA, Mnglend). sSnthroning Christ the King 
is the apex of Catholic activity. 


Individuals, nations and states are members of the Kingdom which is not of this 
world, whose ruler is God himself. The rule of Christ the King ig not of this 
world, but the weight of this rule is euch as to sometimes change the world's 
mareh forward and give it Lis atmosphere. 


The Vatican did not forget the worldly aspect of the daily lives of its fold 
whilst creating the foundations for its unity and organization, Pope eo XIII 
decreed that laymen were aleo called upon to epread the Faith, . They are 
obligated to watch over its purity among the faithful and propagate it among 
those who do not believe. 


Benedict XV interested the lay world in the work of migsione. In 1922 Pius XII 


in his encyclical “Urbi Arcano"” created the basis for the Catholic Action. In 


1923 he confirmed its statutes, and in 1926 chose St. Francis to be its patron. 


With the creation of the Catholic Action, the authority of the Church was 
Faised, and the influence of the Vatican over the Catholic world was increased. 
In ite principles the Cathelic Action is an apostolic organization. It is a 
church organization which brings a very dangerous element of battle with it. 


The Catholic should be not only a passive listener of sermons and receiver of 
the Sacraments. He must live according to Christ's teachings, he must fight for 
their realization. The Catholic Action is in the course of development; in the 
different countries 1t acquires different forms and force, It is a lay movement 
engaged in spostelie work and has a definitely political countenance. 


Seonomic trends are purely worldly problems, and it is because of that the 
Chureh has not taken sides. In fact, however, it is on the gide of a feudal, 


' patriarchal capitalist structure. It considers it to be its duty to fight down 


the excesses of these eyatone which hit the interest of the working world too 
blatantly. . 


Thie solicitude for the workers waa born out of the conviction that they were 
escaping the Church and its contro], as they were conacious that the Church 
was interested only ia theirheavenly but not their worldly welfare. 


The Ghureh is a partisan of keeping the class system alive and is an onen eneny 
of the proletariat, and especially of their coming into power. This is the 
policy of the Vatican which wante to un-proletarize the proletariat. This aim 
is to be achieved by Christian professional organizations, wig should ment tep 
their (the workers) demands and secure their interests.

The Papal encyclicale (Rerum Novarum, Quadragesimo Anno) see a danger in the 
Slimination of private property and the further proletarization of the classes, 
This sharpens according to these encyclicals the fight between then. 


As counteraction and neutralization of this tendency the Church advocates this 
un-proletarization of the masses. 


Catholicism, as is proved in many countries, is ready to ‘hrow in all its forces 
to fight for the preservation of the old economic system and the old social 
forms in the world, tolerating poverty and extortion, calling only on the good 
will of the exploiters. : 


In Poland the Church has taken a neutral stand, but only officially, assuming 
thet it 4s above all political parties. Unofficially it is tied to the under= 
ground and foreign elements, mainly national. 


In the Poliesh Zplscopate there are two sides battling each other; one which wants 
to atay completely isolated from all political problems and ie only concerned 
with moral and educational action; the other demands that the Church and the 
Catholics partake of political life so as to be able to arrest the influence 

and progress of Communism in Poland--which Communism is putting more and more 
pregaure on that country. 
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
